On the evening of September 14, 1946, twelve students found themselves assembled in 
class room number 3 of the Washington Bible Institute. Each of these young people had 
been confronted by two roads which lay open before them. One was to go to work, earn a 
nice salary and enjoy life as the average citizen. The other led to a complete trust in God 
and preparation to serve Him as their vocation for life, and to wait on Him for their every 
need. After much prayer these twelve had said 'yes" to God, and they were present 
because of His leading, and their willingness to follow. 

The number was composed of the following people: Lewis Button from Pennsylvania; 
George Frazier, Herman Dowdy, Irene Lay and Frank Campbell of Virginia; Arthur Coleman, 
Georgia; Angelo Milo, New York; Clyde Swilling, Florida; Robert Moog, Ohio; Ruth Snider, 
North Carolina; Sadie Kay Unrue and Elizabeth Hilton of Washington, D. C. 

The Lord blessed us with deeply consecrated teachers, who loved Him. They were Mr. 
George Miles, our President; Miss Ladelle Dawson, Rev. Earnest Finkenbiner, Rev. Kenneth 
Robb, and Mrs. Cornelia Dyher. 

We had our first class meeting on October 25th. The following class officers were elected. 
President, Robert Moog; Vice President, Clyde Swilling; Secretary, Ruth Snider; W.B.I. Tid¬ 
ings Editor, Sadie Kay Unrue; Prayer Chairman, George Frazier; Chairman of the Tract Com¬ 
mittee, Herman Dowdy. Sadie Kay Unrue was chosen soloist for the class. 

One of the highlights of this first semester was our first day of prayer, which began in 
the early morning and continued until 10:00 P.M. As the hours went by, blessings be¬ 
came greater and fellowship with Christ grew sweeter, until we felt that surely we had 
reached the mountain top with Him. 

At the beginning of the second semester only eleven of our number returned, but six 
new students joined us. They were: Betty Hulings from Pennsylvania; Elsie Yoshimura, 
Hawaii; William Peet, Michigan; Arthur Harris, Maryland; Clinton Dodson, Pennsylvania; 
John Winstone from Montana. This gave us an enrollment of 17. 

Rev. Finkenbiner left us to go into Missionary Work. We felt his loss very keenly, but 
God graciously supplied our need by sending Rev. John Stannard, who has been a faithful 
teacher and servant of the Lord. Another teacher was very much needed, one who could 
spend all of his time teaching and working at the Institute. Where such a person could be 
found we did not know, but God did. He had Mr. Willis Bishop ready and sent him to us 
from Ohio. He has truly been a great blessing to the members of the class individually and 

collectively. 

We felt thcrt a re-election of class officers was in order as a number of new folk had 
joined us George Frazier was elected President; John Winstone, Vice President; Ruth Snider 
was re-elected as Secretary; Sadie Kay Unrue, W.B.I. Tidings Editor. Betty Hulings proved to 
be a very efficient pianist for the class and the school as a whole. The musical talent pos¬ 
sessed by Sadie Kay Unrue and Elizabeth Hilton had already been discovered and with the 
coming of Betty a trio was immediately formed. 
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September, 1947, found fifteen of this number back ready to be enrolled and to begin study¬ 
ing the Precious Word again. Ralph Orme, who had been studying at Allentown, Pennsyl¬ 
vania came to join us. All of our teachers returned with the exception of Mrs. Dyher and 
Rev. Robb. 

The class met for organization, and the following were elected to serve as class officers 
for our Junior year. President, Clyde Swilling; Vice President, Ruth Snider; Secretary, 
Sadie Kay Unrue; Treasurer, William Peet, Chairman of Tract Committee, George Frazier. 
Mr. Willis Bishop was selected to work with us as Class Advisor. 

The Freshman class added more of a school spirit. There was an initiation party, skip 
day, etc., which everyone enjoyed fully. 

It was our happy privilege to select the class rings, which was a day that shall always 
be remembered. 

On Class Day we had a period of fun imitating the teachers, and also a period of inspira¬ 
tion with Arthur Harris bringing the message. This was followed by a luncheon in the School 
Dining Room. 

Thirteen of this number returned September, 1948 in eager anticipation of being Seniors. 
The same faithful teachers returned with the exception of Miss Dawson (now Mrs. Milo) and 
God sent Miss Hannah Compagna, a faithful intercessor of His, to labor among us. 

For our last year at W.B.I., the following class officers were elected: President, Clinton 
Dodson; Vice President, Herman Dowdy; Secretary, Elsie Yoshimura; Treasurer, Irene Lay; 
Student Council, Clyde Swilling and Sadie Kay Unrue, with Mr. Bishop remaining as our 
class advisor. 

The first great thrill, as Seniors, was the receiving of the class rings and pins. Planning 
of the Year Book, taking of pictures, and everything that goes with graduation has been a 
thrill for which we shall ever thank God for permitting us to enjoy. 

During these three years we have shared our joys and sorrows. Together we have gone 
to God bearing one another to Him on wings of prayer. Together He has blessed us, and 
through His Word we have come to know Him better, to love Him more and seek more dili¬ 
gently and earnestly to serve Him in the most effective way possible. 

We truly thank Him for W.B.I. and for every person who has in any way made this place 
possible. Especially we thank Him for our teachers, who have so patiently and faithfully 
taught us and led us to a closer walk and sweeter fellowship with Christ our Blessed Lord and 
Saviour. It is our sincere hope that we through His power will always be able to serve Him 
aright and to bring Glory to His Great Name. We realize that there is a debt we owe to 
Him and to the Washington Bible Institute that we will never be able to repay, but through 
the help of the Lord we will sincerely seek to always bring Honor and Glory to Him, which 
is the only way to bring honor to W.B.I.

But we had to move on. It seemed quiet in the chariot so I turned on the television ladio, 
and of all things to hear was the announcer saying—"And next we have the great pleasure 
of presenting to you the world famous sweet singer of sacred music, the one who has cap¬ 
tured the hearts of the world. Sadie Kay Unrue’', and there before my eyes on the television 
screen stood Sadie, and the sweet tones of her voice came forth as she sang for us "I'd 
Rather Have Jesus Than Silver or Gold". I was so lost in the music that I surely never real¬ 
ized where we were, but sure enough, it was Africa. Now I knew I wouldn't see or hear 
anyone familier here, but listen to that voice; it was English. I pushed aside the bush and 
... no it couldn't be, but it was! There was Herman Dowdy with his arms beating the air as 
he gave forth the way of salvation to a large group of natives. Well, I can just tell you that 
the driver had to almost drag me away from there. 

As we sailed along through the skies, I thought I would like to telephone to a home base 
and knew that a mission headquarters would be the place to call. Not knowing who to 
ask for, I decided on the secretary of the director and was told to wait while they called her, 
since she was out typing up some notes for somebody. Now who do you suppose that could 
be?

At the close of World War I, Washington, D. C. suddenly realized its population had 
greatly increased so that its housing facilities, schools, churches, and public utilities were 
inadequate to meet the needs. While the city fathers were discussing ways and means to meet 
the temporal needs, there were men raised up of God who were burdened for the spiritual 
needs of the thousands of young people here away from the influence of home and church. 

One man of God said, "The need for more trained teachers and preachers was so laid 
upon my mind and heart that I had to do something about it." This man and others in 
different sections of the city began to gather Christians about them, and soon, weekday Bible 
classes were in operation. These evening classes were held in homes and churches. Out of 
this movement came three Bible Institute groups which later united forming an incorporated 
organization now known as the Washington Bible Institute. It operated as an evening school 
until 1946 when the full time school was begun. 

The Institute movement had a rather varied career in the late '20s and early '30s drop¬ 
ping almost to the point of disappearing, yet the Lord kept it alive. There has been steady 
growth since 1938 when the several groups interested in Bible Institute development here in 
the city joined forces. This year 309 students are enrolled representing 75 churches and 20 
denominations. A faculty of 13 able and consecrated teachers give of their time and talents 
without remuneration that the Word of God may be taught. They are ministers and business 
men of the city. 

From 6:00 to 10:00 P.M. each Monday and Tuesday evening, classes covering twenty-two 
separate subjects meet for recitation and discussion. At the chapel period each evening stu¬ 
dents are kept informed by special speakers of missionary endeavors the world over as well 
as the purpose and results of work of various Christian organizations. The Popular Bible 
Class taught by able Bible teachers brought here from other cities is one of the highlights of 
the evening school. This class is for the students and the general public. 

Each year Teachers Certificates are awarded for completion of the Preliminary Training 
Course prepared especially for training Sunday School teachers in Bible materials and 
methods necessary for successful teaching of the Word. Diplomas are issued for the Standard 
Training Course covering subjects necessary for regular teaching and the Washington Bible 
Institute diploma (Short Course) covering subject matter which prepares the student for mis¬ 
sionary work, childrens work, pastoral work, and other Christian activities. 

Can the value of evening schools for the study of the Word be estimated? No, only God 
keeps the books. So we labor that the will of the Lord may be done and "The Word of the 
Lord may have free course." II Thess. 3:1.

One of the outstanding days of each semester at W.B.I. is the day spent in prayer. Our 
prayer days begin at 8:00 o'clock in the morning and end at 4:00 o'clock in the afternoon.

We conclude our day of prayer, praying for the needs of the school, and then we have a 
time of fellowship with testimonies and praise. 

How we thank God for these blessed times will be forever remembered through our lives.

For several years many people had seen and felt a need for Bible classes in the city of 
Richmond, and the Lord had laid it especially upon the heart of Rev. W. E. Sampson to get 
started a school of this kind. After much prayer, he laid the plan before Mr. Miles, President 
of W.B.I., of extending the School to Richmond. 

The school opened in September, 1947 as an Extension School of the Washington Bible In¬ 
stitute with over 80 enrolling for classes. This was indeed a time of great rejoicing in the 
Lord, for a testimony had been established in the City of Richmond. The work of faith and 
labor of love of the faculty will long be remembered by the school. 

The launching of this school was a venture of faith, and the Lord has continually proved 
how He does provide every need "according to His riches in glory by Christ Jesus." The 
school has been a means of deep spiritual blessing to all .

The Correspondence department of W.B.I. is a continuation of the one started many years 
ago as a part of the American Home Bible Institute by it's President, Mr. E. W. Collamore. 
It has carried on Mr. Collamore's vision of making courses of systematic Bible study avail¬ 
able to everyone in his own home who cannot attend classes in a Bible Institute. 

Eighteen of the twenty-nine courses offered are intensive study courses including such 
subjects as Survey Studies of the Old and New Testament, Personal Evangelism, Bible Geog¬ 
raphy, Romans, etc. The remaining courses are Bible reading courses covering selected books 
of the Bible which are read and reread with each reading from a different view point. 

A certificate is issued upon the completion of each subject, the credit varying from 6 to 
54 credit hours, depending upon the length of the course. A correspondence diploma is 
offered upon the completion of 432 credit hours. 

During the past year 61 students, representing 11 states, the District of Columbia, and 
Canada, have enrolled in correspondence courses. 
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One of the many opportunities offered students at W.B.I. is that of being able 
to take music.

10. An effective testimony in Washington which has brought together those of like pre¬ 
cious faith from all denominations.

THE SCOURGING 
By Robert Moog 

The sentence has been passed. This one who calls Himself, "The Christ" is to be 
punished. The penalty: death by crucifixion, but before that, torturing by the scourge. 

The tall magnificent Galilean is led from the Judgment Hall of Pilot by a band of rough, 
heavily armed soldiers of the Army of Caesar. He is taken to an inner courtyard of the palace 
for the flogging. The crowd, thirsty for the blood of this man, follows. Torches are placed 
on their stands around the outer edge of the court, and their saphrine glow lights the terrible 
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scene to shortly be enacted with an eerie luminance as though fires of hell were brightening 
the drama. 

We note in the center of the enclosure a short stake, darkened by the dried blood of mur¬ 
derers and rebels. An iron collar is attached to it as well as iron rings to which are fastened 
ropes. These are to secure the prisoner to the stake in such a manner that he will be in a 
slightly bent position and yet be absolutely helpless. This posture stretches the skin of the 
back taut and makes each wound gape open like a bright red hungry mouth. 

The man is handed over to the official executioners, slaves known for their cruelty and 
obviously enjoying their part in the torment of this particular victim. The barbarous beings 
surround Him like blood thirsty hyenas. They grasp his garments and within a matter of 
seconds the clothing is ripped from His body, and He is fastened to the short pole with the 
iron collar around His neck and His hands are pinned back by the ropes. 

Each executioner holds a scourge. This is an instrument with a short handle to which is 
attached leather thongs, the design of which is an angular piece of bone or sharp-sided cube 
of metal. The slaves know how to make full use of these tools of torture so that at each 
stroke the warm pulsating flesh is cut to the bone. But see—the scourging is about to begin. 

The slaves crowd around, and the scourges are raised. Down they come! As the first 
stroke is laid to the bent back of the silent prisoner, that part of His body is turned into a 
piece of raw flaming red meat. Up! Down! Up! Down! Faster and faster and with mount¬ 
ing fury the scourges, dripping with His blood, are applied. 

Our flesh crawls, and as we behold the demoniacial passion of the beaters, we wonder 
no longer that one of every two subjected to the treatment of the scourge dies under it. As 
the slaves grow weary they are replaced by a fresh crew of tormenters in order that there 
might be no abatement of the punishment. How flesh and blood endure and suffer! And the 
wonder of it all is that this doomed prisoner has uttered NOT ONE WORD. 

For fully fifteen minutes the torture is carried on at its height. A crimson river flows from 
the man s back to the floor and spreads in a bright crimson pool at the foot of the pole making 
standing precarious for the executioners. The visible portion of the body of this Jesus resembles 
nothing that belongs to a human being. The sight of it makes even the staunchest soldier 
blanche and turn away. 

But now it is done. The prisoner is released to the soldiers, who press a worn red robe 
upon his bleeding back and mock him. One even grabs a piece from a nearby thorn tree and 
plaits a crown for the sufferer. This is pressed on His brow, and more blood flows. 

Why is all this taking place to this one in whom not one single fault can be found? The 
Jewish prophets supply our answer. In the book of Isaiah is written: "For He was wounded 
for our transgressions. He was brused for our iniquities. The chastisement of our peace was 
upon Him, and with His stripes we are healed." 

Yes, that is the reason—with his stripes we are healed. This silent one is the Suffering 
Saviour, and the scourging belonged to you and me, but He bore it for us.
